This  rate  is  generally  higher  in  Wales  than  elsewhere.  In  this 
instance  the  mortality  is  entirely  due  to  the  3  stillbirths,  there  being 
no  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

When  discussing  the  causation  of  stillbirths,  various  factors 
such  as  the  maternal  health,  constitutional  factors,  and  obstetric  care 
have  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  Efforts  are  now,  also  being  made 
in  other  fields  to  reduce  this  nortality  further.  Social  faotors  are  of  less 
importance  in  perinatal  mortality  than  in  ,the  subsequent'  death'  bf  an* -infant,

The  table  on  Page  4  shows  the  distribution  according  to 
cause,  sex  and  age  of  all  deaths. 


The  death  rate  for  the' area  compares  most  favourably  with 
that  for  the  County  as  a  whole  and  for  England  and  Wales. 

Heart  Disease  was  the  chief  cause  of  death,  and  Coronary  Heart 
Disease  and  Angina  accounted  for  50 %  of  these  deaths.  Males  and  females 
were  almost  equally  affected  and  the-  deaths  occurred  predominantly  in  the 
"over  75  years  n*  age  g*oup. 

Cancer  of  all  forms  and  leukaemia  and  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system  were  the  next  important  causes  of  ,d,eath. 

The  solitary  death  from  leukaemia  was  that  of  a  male  in  the 
25-  45  age  group; 


Only  one  of  a  total  of  aLl  cancer  deaths  was  caused  by  cancer  of 

the  lung. 

The  remaining  cancer  sites  affected  various  other  parts  of  . 
the  body,  no  one  in  particular,  but  the  age  group  chiefly  affected  was  the  expected 
45  -  75  years  group,  but  one  death  from  cancer  of  the  brea stoccurred  in  the 
25-45  years  a.ge  group.

SAN  IT  ANY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE'  AREA . 

(l)  WATER  The  position  in  the  various  parishes  is  as  follows 

BAUSLEY  The  Council  houses  had  an  adequate  supply  from  Welshpool  Borough  mains. 
The  remaining  properties  are  dependant  on  wells  and  local  supplies.  The  Council 
repaired  the  village  well  at  Coedway.  Apart  from  the  Council  Houses  there  were 
many  complaints  of  shortage. 

BERRIEN  No  shortage  was  experienced  from  the  village  supply  which  is  fed  by 
springs  supplemented  by  a  bore-hole  and  which  is  chlorinated.  The  remainder  of 
the  Parish  is  served  mostly  by  shallow  wells. 

CHURCHSTQKE.  A  scheme  was  prepared  to  extend  the  Council's  water  mains  to 
serve  the  whole  of  Chyrohstoke  Village.  From  the  remainder  of  the  parish, 
which  is  also  served  by  wells,  there  were  many  urgent  requests  formains 
water. 

LLANDYSSIL  The  Council  houses  are  supplied  by  a  bore  hole  that  is  adequate 
but  there  is  a  demand  for  mains  water  in  the  remainder  of  this  district  als®. 

LLANLlEREivrIC._  In  this  parish  the  circumstances  are  as  elsewhere  except 
that  the  supply  to  Abermule  Council  Houses  was  unsatisfactory  as'  to  quality 
and  quantity. 
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FORDEN  The  only  mains  supply ,  a  bore  hole  serving  the  Council  Houses, 
gave  indications  of  failure*  .Rain  water  butts  were 'provided  at  each 
house  and  steps  taken  to  pump  all  of  the  available . water;  .For  a  short 
period  at  was  necessary'  to  haul  water  with  tankers  from  Montgomery.

J.6  samples  werev taken  of  Council  supplies  and  of  these  15 
were  satisfactory.  The  asmaining  sample  was  of  raw  water  before  treatment, 

43  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  and  of  these  ohly 
5  were  satisfactory.  Advice  was  given  in  all  other  cases. 

GENERAL . 

Apart  from  Council  Houses  the  Council  provide  wat'er  to  only 
a  few  houses  in  Churchstoke  and  Berriew.  Progress  was  made  on  a  comprehensive 
scheme  to  provide  the  whole  district  with  water  from  the  River  Severn  at 
Abermule  and  because  of  the  difficulties  experienced  during  the  year  the 
Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to  include  Abermule  and  Forden  Parish  in 
the  early  stages  of  the  scheme.  The  need  for  such  a  scheme  is  very  urgent 
as  progress  on  housing,  slum  clearance  and  swwerage  is  held  up  until  an 
adequate  water  supply  becomes  available.  The  Council  supported  the 
Ministry  view  that  a  Water  Board  for  ^fche  whole  County  is  desirable  and 
continually  expressed  their  concern  over  the  delays  in  the  Comprehensive 
Scheme. 

(2)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Apart  from  the  Council  Houses  there  is  only  one  Council  owned 
sewer  about  200  yards  long  in  the  district.  Further  sewerage  schemes 
are  necessary  but  oannot  proceed  until  water  mains  are  laid. 

(3)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

Flooding  occurred  in  the  Council  Houses  at  Handy ssil  because  the 
brook  had  silted  up.  A  short  length  of  the  brook  adjoining  the  houses  was 
dredged  with  satisfactory  results.  No  action  was  taken  regarding  pollution. 

(A)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  collection  is  made  fortnightly  throughout  the  district  and 
disposed  by  tipping  at  Churchstoke  and  lulthy  Hill.  Cesspool  emptying  is 
done  by  private  contractors.  »

The  single  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a  male  (  53  years) 
and  was  on  the  ”  non-paralytic "  type. 

A  mild  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  commenced  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  and  reached  its  peak  in  the  third  'quarter.  Scattered  areas  were 
affected.  It  is  regrettable  that  data  relating  to  immunisation  against 
this  disease  is  not  at  present  available. 

The  0  —  *1 3  years  age  group  was  chiefly  affected,  but,  in  addition- 

2  adults  in  age  groups  30  -  40years  and  60  -  70  yoars  were  notified.  There 
were  no  deaths  and  there  do  not  appear  t o  have  been  any  serious  complications. 

The  6-7  year  age  group  was  perhaps  slightly  more  affected.  Only 

3  cases  occurring  in  the  0-3  year  age  group. 

Of  the  14  cases  of  Pneumonia,  roughly  half  were  of  the  influenzal  type. 
The  greater  number  were  notified  in  February  and  a  few  in  March,  presumably 
during  an  epidemic  of  influenza.  1  Female  aged  85  years  died  (  Influenzal  Type) 

9  cases  of  measles  occurred  in  the  0-13  years  age  group,  chiefly  in  the  2nd 
quarter  of  the  year.  One  case  of  an  adult  (  32  years)  was  notified.

The  single  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  oocurred  in  a  male  (  53  years) 
and  was  on  the  M  non-paralytic"  type, 

A  mild  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  commenced  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  and  reached  its  peak  in  the  third  quarter.  Scattered  areas  were 
affected.  It  is  regrettable  that  data  relating  to  immunisation  against 
this  disease  is  not  at  present  available. 

The  0-13  years  age  group  was  chiefly  affected,  but,  in  addition- 

2  adults  in  age  groups  30  -.40years  and  60  -  JO  years  were  notified.  There 
were  no  deaths  and  there  do  not  appear  t o  have  been  any  . serious  complications. 

The  6-7  year  age  group  was  perhaps  slightly  more  affected.  Only 

3  cases  occurring  in  the  Q  -  3  year,  age  group. 


Of  "the  14  cases  of  Pneumonia,  roughly  half  were  of  the  influenzal  type. 
The  greater  number  were  notified  in  February  and  a  few  in  March,  presumably 
during  an  epidemic  of  influenza.--  1  Female  aged  85  years  died  (  Influenzal  Type) 

9  cases  of  measles  occurred  in  the  0-13  years  age  group,  chiefly  in  the  2nd 
quarter  of  the  year.  One  case  of  an  adult  (  32  years)  was  notified.
